1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art of record fails to teach an antenna comprising a tube, fins along a length of 
the tube, a transmission line extending through an interior of the tube, a hub with a cylindrical 
exterior with one end of the hub conductive to an opposite terminus of the transmission line, 
plurality of curved plate spaced apart from an extending plane of the fins, a plurality of electrical 
switches individually attaching the curved plated to the tube with each individual switch 
including a contact movable in a cavity of the individual switch wherein a righting action of the 
curved plate inclines the cavity thereby allowing the contact to move to an actuated position such 
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as radio-energy from the radio-frequency source is conducted from a hub to the individual switch 
as defined in claim 1. Therefore, claims 1-12 are presently allowed.
